It was in the city of Balti- 
more in April, 181!', that the father of the 
order, THOMAS WILDCY, instituted Wash- 
ington Lodffe, Xo. ], aud secured a char- 
ter therefor from York Lodge, Pioston, 
England; and in IH'Jfi another charter 


obtained, planting to tho Grand 


Lodge of the l"uite<l States sole jurisdic- 
tiou over the order in this country. Tho 
object and teaching of Odd Fellowship is 
best briefly told by the following extract 
from a lecture recently delivered by 1'ast 
Grand Master Sherman, of Chicago. 
He 


said: "Odd Fellowship is tho child ot the 
nineteenth century, and in sympathy 
with it. It is a valuable aid to civiliza- 
tion. It teaches sj ptcmatie benevolence. 
It has a well defined and careful organi- 
zation. It lives and thrives liecau&o it 
costs something, and heuco is valued, 
Odd Fellowship ia democratic in its ten- 
dencies.

Truth is good, but 'the search for 
truth is the pearl above all price. The 
study for discipline, the search for truth, 
KO to make np education."
